ZAMBIAN COMPLAINT - 

ZAMBIAN FOREIGN MINISTER MWAT.E OUTLINED JULY 1 1 INCIDENT TO 
AFRICAN GROUP, AND REFERRED REPEATEDLY TO SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION 300 OF 1971 BUT DID NOT SPECIFICALLY CALL FOR 
CHAPTER VII LANGUAGE. LATER ZAMBIANS TOLD THE BRITISH 
THEY WERE WELL AWARE OF DELICACY IN SOUTH AFRICAN NEGOTIATIONS, 
AND ZAMBIA HAD NOT YET DECIDED PRECISELY WHAT IT WISHED FROM 
DEBATE. THEY PLAN TO DRAFT RESOLUTION OVER WEEKEND TO SHOW 
TO AFRICAN GROUP. IF THERE WERE OPPOSITION AMONG COUNCIL 
MEMBERS TO TYPE OF RESOLUTION ZAMBIA WISHED, ZAMBIANS MIGHT 
ARGUE FOR DEBATE WITHOUT RESOLUTION OR PREFER DROPPING DEBATE 
ENTIRELY, ACCORDING TO ZAMBIAN DEPUTY PERMREP ZIMBA. SWAPO 
HEAD NUJOMA MAY PARTICIPATE IN DEBATE, ZAMBIANS INDICATED. 

LONDON SENT UKUN INSTRUCTIONS TO MEET WITH ZAMBIAN CHARGE 
AND OFFER TO PARTICIPATE IN AN EVENTUAL SC CONSENSUS WHICH 
WOULD BE SHORT AND SHARP, INCLUDING CONDEMNATION OF SOUTH 
AFRICA BUT NOT CHAPTER VII LANGUAGE, ACTING UK PERMREP THOMAS 
TOLD KATZEN. INSTRUCTIONS HAVE GONE TO THE UK EMBASSY IN 
PRETORIA ALSO TO URGE SOUTH AFRICANS TO BE CONCILIATORY AND 
STRAIGHTFORWARD, HE SAID. 

USUN UNDERSTANDS THERE ARE NO PLANS FOR SC CONSULTATIONS, 

AND FORMAL COUNCIL MEETING WILL BE AT EARLIEST AFTERNOON 
JULY 27 OR MORNING JULY 28. SOUTH AFRICANS ADVISE THEY HAVE 
NOT YET DECIDED WHETHER TO PARTICIPATE AND WILL BE GUIDED 
BY WHAT ZAMBIANS HAVE TO SAY. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 2996,

MILITARY BASES ON GUAM - 

RAPPORTEUR REID (AUSTRALIA) OF COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE 
ON SMALL TERRITORIES, TOLD MISOFF HE DOUBTED IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE 
TO GET AWAY WITH NO MENTION OF MILITARY BASES IN SUBCOMMITTEE'S 
REPORT ON GUAM, AND HE GAVE USUN WHAT HE RELIEVED WAS MOST 
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MILD PHRASEOLOGY HE WOULD BE ABLE TO USE, I.E., EXPRESSING 
HOPE THAT PRESENCE OF FOREIGN MILITARY BASES IN GUAM WILL NOT 
CONSTITUTE INHIBITING FACTOR IN PERMITTING PEOPLE OF TERRITORY 
TO EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. HE SAID 
IF THERE WERE REQUESTS FROM FLOOR FOR STRONGER LANGUAGE, 

HE WOULD FIGHT TO KEEP LANGUAGE AS MILD AS POSSIBLE. (LIMITED

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INCIDENT AT UGANDA UN MISSION - 

WHILE IN ACT OE ROLLING THREE SMOKE BOMBS AGAINST ENTRANCE OE 
UGANDA'S UN MISSION JULY 22, HIKIND, EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OE 
SOIL (SAVE OUR SIRAELI SOIL), AND JACK ROSS, NYU STUDENT, 

WERE APPREHENDED BY EBI AGENTS, ASSISTED BY MEMBERS OF ARSON 
AND EXPLOSION SQUAD OP NEW YORK CITY POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

BEFORE BEING ARRESTED, ROSS HAD IGNITED THE BOMBS; ONE 
DID NOT DISCHARGE, OTHER TWO EMITTED LARGE VOLUMES OP SMOKE 
WHICH CAUSED SLIGHT PROPERTY DAMAGE. BOTH MEN WERE CHARGED 
WITH VIOLATING ACT POR PROTECTION OP POREIGN OFPICIALS AND 
WITH HARASSMENT. (CONPIDENTIAL - USUN 2997)

COMMITTEE OP 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

PORRESTER (AUSTRALIA), PRESENTING HIS GOVERNMENT'S REPORT 
ON THE COCOS (KEELING) ISLANDS, TOLD THE SUBCOMMITTEE JULY 23 
THAT AT THE TIME OP THE VISIT IN APRIL OF THE MINISTER 
RESPONSIBLE FOR ADMINISTERING THE ISLANDS JUST OVER HALE 
THE POPULATION OP 500 INDICATED STRONG SUPPORT POR THE TRADITIONAL 
WAY OP LIPE, BUT THE REST WERE LOOKING POR EARLY CHANGES 
IN T EIR CIRCUMSTANCES AND WERE CLEARLY INDICATING THIS WAS 
MOST LIKELY TO BE ACHIEVED BY LEAVING COCOS. BY MID- 
YEAR OVER 200 COCOS MALAYS REGISTERED THEIR INTEREST IN 
RESETTLEMENT, ABOUT 50 HAD ALREADY EXERCISED THE RIGHT TO 
RESETTLE IN AUSTRALIA, AND THERE WAS AN INTEREST IN GAINING 
AUSTRALIAN CITIZENSHIP BY THOSE WHO DID NOT ALREADY POSSESS 
IT. PORRESTER RECALLED THAT THE ECONOMY OP THE COCOS WAS 
BASED ON A SINGLE CROP - COPRA - WHICH WAS UNLIKELY TO SUPPORT 
A STANDARD OP LIVING MUCH ABOVE THE SUBSISTENCE LEVEL. HE 
TOLD THE SUBCOMMITTEE AUSTRALIA WAS CURRENTLY REVIEWING THE 
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WHOLE SITUATION BUT UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES WAS UNABLE TO 
MAKE A STATEMENT OP POLICY NOW. HE PELT THE COMMITTEE WOULD 
ACCEPT THE NEED POR A PAUSE, AND SAID AUSTRALIA'S POLICY POR 
THE PUTURE OP THE COCOS WOULD BE PLACED BEFORE THE UN AS SOON AS 
THAT COULD BE RESPONSIBLY DONE. THE SUBCOMMITTEE ALSO 
RECEIVED DRAPT REPORTS ON BERMUDA, THE CAYMAN ISLANDS, MONT- 
SERRAT AND TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS, AND ON AMERICAN SAMOA.
